UESDAY 3ift July—Previous to quitting Redruth for 

Truro, we vifited Carn Breay Caftle, the various Dru- 
idical remains, &c. The facrificing ftone is indifputably a 
fine relic of antiquity there, and the whole hill affords an 
enthufiaftic {fpeculation to the antiquarian. 

At an affaying honfe adjoining Redruth, we had one of 
Bolton’s penny pieces affayed, which only loft one fortieth 
part in the fmelting. 

We found Truro a moft elegant little town, the very Weft- 
minfter of Cornwall; where, fhortly after we arrived, not 
without mutual regret, did I part from my friend W—, who 
proceeded on his tour to Padftow, &c. 

Oh! how conciliating are the fentiments, and grateful are 
the pulfations, produced by the fympathetic affection of 
friendly approbation! W-— preffled my hand at parting 
with acordiality that fpoke old habits of good fellowfhip. 

Heaven-born friendfhip, hail! for thou fmootheft the. 
tugged pebbics of life’s rough pavement, and makeft the 
journey eafy tothe way-worn traveller; with thee I could 
even {mile and {port in expatriated Siberia; but without thee 
the midnight mafquerade would be a folitude, and the me- 
tropolis would beto me a defert fram focial happinefs. 

Vou. XXXII. D In 
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In one of the ftreets at Truro, my attention was attraCted 
to the houfe of a young artift of the town, who had formed 
and ereéted over his door-way a whole length figure of him- 
felf; by no means ill-executed, particularly as to the dra- 
pery, holding in one hand a painting brufh, and in the other 
a trowel, emblematic of his occupation ; the figure a folid 
compofition of plafter of Paris, as he informed me, and 
wholly. moulded, excepting the face, by the trowel. The 
portrait appeared a {trong likenefs, and the whole work dif- 
played the emanation of genius. 

At Fruro is an excellent library, fupported by fubferip- 
tion, for the ufe of the gentlemen of the town, where all the 
diurnal and other periodical publications may be perufed by 
them : It occupies a Jargayoom on Mr, J. V.’s premifes ;— 
the gentleman to whom Mr. M. (wlio fo kindly accommo- 
dated me in his yacht from Plymouth) was upon a vifit, and 
to whom and his family Mr. M. introduced me.on my ar- 
rival ina very friendly manner. 

Mr. and Mrs. V. I found perfons of hofpitable manners 
and accomplifhed minds : The fociety which I had the plea- 
fure of meeting at their table appeared polite, inflruétive, 
and entertatning ; a certain accomplifhed urbanity, indeed, 
feemed to dignify the contour of the chief fociety of the 
place, that {poke an intercourfe with the world at large, and 
added refinement to hofpitality. 

More than convivial is that fpot where politenefs tempers 
familiarity, and hofpitable eafe adds elegance to chearfulnefs, 

The young ladies, too, with whom I had there the happi- 
nefs to converfe,feemed to confider a converfation on the 
rea] accompliihments of the female charaéter not an ill-fub- 
ititute amongfi a juvenile party for cards ; and could even 
bear (a circumftance not very ufual in a country town) for 
the {pace of a whole evening to {peak 40 each other, without 
one attempt to {peak at each other in the rotation of difs 
courle. 

It affords me much pleafure to have here an opportunity 
of beftowing praifes upon the elegantly tafteful and ju- 
dicioufly benignant inilitution of the ladies of that place 
(2, é. their Repofitory, &c.) Long may it continue to flou- 
rifh arecord of their amiable qualifications, and the induf- 
trious propriety of their purfuits, i in which they have imi. 
tated the exampl¢-of fome of the moli exalted female cha- 
rafters of the'land. 
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The demon, difcord, fhall ever {preads his fable pinions, 
and fly far from Truro, whilft the female mind is there thus 
guarded by genius and benevolence. 

The church at Truro exhibits fomething peculiarly light 
and decorous in the architeéture of its exterior front. 

Thurfday, 2d Augufi—Mr. M. -and felf quitted Truro, 
and went on board his yacht, on our return to the port. of 
Plymouth. 

We experienced a moft delightful fail down the river Fal, 
which, from the rich foliaged veftiture of its rifing banks, 
much refembles the river Wye, in Monmouthfhire, in many 
parts; though not to be compared with it in regard to its 
wild imagery. Lord Falmouth’s feat appeared beautifully 
picturefque, from. the river, and in many points of view 
Treliffick:produceda pleafing ef€@ from the yacht. 

We iftood immediately .from the river through the har- 
bour into the Channel, and continued our homeward paf- 
fage, without once bringing toe tll we reached Plymouth 
harbour. 

Mr. M.’s mariner, whilfi we were on deck, related to us 
a tale, in which he placed the moft implicit confidence, rela- 
tive to the fifhery at St. lves. The filhermen there, he faid, 
had cauglit the hake fifh in fuch abundance at one time off 
that coaft, that they confidered them of no value, and, as a 
mark of degradation, fome of the fifhermen tied one of thofe 
fifh up and flogged it ; {ince which period, he obferved, that 
{pecies of fifh had never approached St. Ives’ coaft in any 
quantities. In‘turther confirmation of his tale, he declared 
that no native of St. Ives can endure to be told about “ flog- 
ging the hake.” 

The man was fo confident of the circumftance, and of the 
effe& produced by the occurrence fimply, that no follower 
of Mahomet could have been more enthufiaflically perfuaded 
of the pigeon’s reporting divine decrees into his prophet’s 
ear, inftead of picking out the farinaceous grains of its daily 
fuftenance, 

Of all the numerous flaves of fuperflition, furely a tho- 
rough-bred fcaman is the moft infatuated! Not one natural 
effeét can pafs before his optics, not one of God’s creatures 
can encounter his vifion, without fome ferious comment by 
him on its good or ill prophecy. “ ’Tis true ‘tis pity, and 
‘tis pity that ‘tis true,” that afet of men, to whofe fight the 
fublimeft of natural effeéts are fo habitual, fhould be {o little 
wituitous of natural caufes. 
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Religion and moral precept, how much do ye foften the 
rugged features of nature, and fill the mind of man with 
grateful affurance in the contemplation of its moft terrific 
forins! 

The fires lighted along the fhore this night, as private fig- 
nals to the fmugglers by their comrades, produced a very 
pleating effeét to us in the yacht. 

Friday, 3d Augufi—At three of the clock A.-M. we ar- 
rived in Plymouth Sound. I was writing in the cabin, jut 
returned from deck, where I had been feated the whole night, 
contemplating the mighty mercies of my Creator. The 
filent folemnity of the fcenery well correfponded with the 
fublimity of the fubje&. Mr. M. and his man being both 
laid down upon their pillows, I was ‘left to the free fcope of 
ferious contemplation ; for the helmfman’s felf-difcourfing 
ditty ferved rather to aroufe than deaden thoughtfulnefs, and 
helped to raife my confideration to that blue expanfe which 
we fancy to ourfelves to be the etherial refidence of. that 
beneficent Spirit who direéts our fteerage through the ocean 
of life, and can fail us fafe through the fevereft florms in a 
cock-boat, or can founder us in an inftant, though houfed in 
the proudeft piece of human mechanifm. 

Reader ! mayeft thou alfo in thy paffage through the bil- 
lows of life, ever remember Him, who “ rides in the whirl- 
wind and direéts the ftorm!”’ and if thou art a feaman,

** Who raifes tempelts hath the care of thee; 

~ Who feni his Son to better our abode, » 

*’ And make man bieft by putting truft in God.” 


Sweet are the fmall decorums of life, for ’tis thofe which 
harmonife fociety ; freedom without impertinence, and fa- 
vith the man of education and 
Te ae thall ever exverience ; and habitual 
the gentic man, iuchn you inail ever ¢ x perience >; and naoitua 
intercourfe will become habitual eflimation : And whether 
it be but ina fhort cruize of pleafure, or the longer cruize 
of life’s rough paflage, mayeft thou, reader, be as fortunate 
as myfelf in a “ companion de voyage,’ to and from the 
port of Plymouth! 
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he wrote for Dr. Taylor.—No man can invade the property, 
or difturb the quiet of his neighbour, without fubjeéting 
himfelf to penalties, and fuffering in proportion to the in- 
juries he has offered. But cruelty and pride, oppreffion and 
partiality, may tyrannize in private families without con- 
troul; meeknefs may be trampled upon, and piety infulted, 
without any appeal, but to confcience and to Heaven. 
A thoufand methods of torture may be invented, a thoufand 
aéts of unkindnefs, or difregard, may be committed, a thou- 
fand innocent gratifications may be denied, and a-thoufand 
hardfhips impofed, without any violation of national laws. 
Life may be embittered with hourly vexation ; and weeks, 
months, and years be lingered out in mifery, without any 
legal caufe of feparation, or pofhibility of judicial redrefs. 
Perhaps no fharper anguifh is felt, than that which cannot 
be complained of, nor any greater cruelties infli€ted, thaw 
fome which no human authority can relieve.

Was fcarcely at anchor abreaft of Tafcaguana, when a 
dragoon brought me a letter from M. Quexada, com. 

mandant pro tempore, in which he told me, that we fhould be 

received like fellow-coumtty nen. He added, with great 


* polttenefs, that the orders he had received in that re{peé&t were 


conformable to the fentiments of his heart, and to thofe of 
all the inhabitants of Conception. , This letter was ac- 
companied by refrefhments of all forts, which every one 
haflenedto fend on board. The quantity was fo great, that 
we could neither confume them, ner knew how to ftow them 
away. 

Obliged to attend in the firk place to the refitting of my 
fhip, and to the depofiting of our aftronomical clocks and 
quadrants on fhore, I could not go immediately to return my 
thanks to the Governor. Iwas impatient for an opportunity 
of acquitting my{elf of that duty, but he was before-hand 
with me, and came on board, attended by the principal 
officers 
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officers of his colony. The following day, I returned his 
vifit, accompanied by M. de Langle, and feveral of the 
officers and fcientific men. -We were preceded by a de- 
tachment of dragoons, the commanding officer of which had 
flationed half a troop at Talcaguana. Ever fince our arr 
rival, both they and their horfes were at our command. 
M. Quexada, M. Sabatero, commandant of the artillery, 
and the townsmajor, came to meet us at a league’s diftanée 
from Conception. We all alighted at the houfe of M. Sa- 
batero, where an excellent dinner was put upon the table ; 
and at night there was a {plendid ball, to which the principal 
ladies of the -place were invited. 

The drefs of thefe ladies, very different from that to which 
our eyes were accuflomed, was painted by M. Duché de 
Vancy. A plaited petticoat which leaves half the leg ex- 
pofed, and which is tied a great way below the waift ; flock. 
ings ftriped red, blue, and white; thees fo fhort, that the toes 
are bent double, which makes the foot appear nearly round ; 
fuch is the habit of the ladies of Chili. They wear their 
hair without powder, and divided behind into {mall braids, 
which hang down their backs. Their corfet or boddice is 
generally of gold or filver ftuff, and is covered with two 
fhort cloaks, the firft of muffin, and the fecond which is 
worn over it; of wool of different colours, blue, yellow, or 
pink. With thefe woollen cloaks: they ~ cover their heads 
when they are in the flreets and the weather is cold; but 
when in a room they ufually lay them on their knees ; and 
there is a game played with the muflin cloak, by fhitting it 
about inceffantly, at which the ladies of Conception difplay 
a great deal of grace. ‘They are in general pretty, and fo 
charmingly polite,'that there is certainly no maritime city in 
Europe where foreign navigators are received with fo much 
kindnefs and civiltty. 

About midnight tlie ball was at anend. Asthe houfes of 
the commandant arid of M. Sabatcro could not contain all 
the French officers and paflengers, the inhabitants preffed us 
to accept of beds ; and in this manner we were quartered in 
the different parts of the town. 

Before dinner, we had been to pay vifits to the principal 
citizens, and to the Bifhop,a man of great fenfe, of agreeable 
manners, and of a charity of which the Spanifh Bifhops 
afford frequent examples. He is a Creole, born in Peru, 
was never in Europe; and is folely indebted to his merit for 
his elevation. He talked to us of the regret which Major- 
General Higuins would feel at being detained upon the 
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frontiers by the Indians during our fhort ftay in his governs 
ment. The favourable report made of that officer by every 
one, andthe general efteem in which he was held, made me 
lament the circumftances that occafioned his abfence. A 
courier had been difpatched to him, and his anfwer, which 
was brought while we were ftill at Conception, announced 
his fpeedy return. He had juft concluded a glorious peace, 
that was highly neceflary to the people of his government, 
their diflant habitations being expofed to the ravages of 
{avage nations, who maffacre the men and children, and make 
the women prifoners. 

The Indiaps of Chili are no longer thofe Americans who 
were infpired with terror by European weapons. The 
increafe of horfes, which are now difperfed through the in- 
terior of the immenfe deferts of America, and that of oxen 
and fheep, which has alo been very great, have converted 
thefe people into a nation of Arabs, comparable in every 
refpeét to thofe that inhabit the deferts of Arabia. Con- 
ftantly on horfeback, they confider an excurfion of -two 
hundred leagues asa very fhort journey. They march, ac- 
companied by their flocks and herds ; feed upon their flefh 
and milk; and fometimes upon their blood*; and cover 
themfelves with their fkins,-of which they make helmets, 
cuiraffes, and bucklers. Hence it appears that the introduc- 
tion of two domeftic animals has had a decifive influence 
upon the manners of aj] the tribes which inhabit the country 
from St. Jago to the Straits of Magellan. All their old 
cuftoms are laid afide ; they no: longer feed on the fame 
fruits, nor wear the fame drefs ; but have a more ftriking re- 
femblance to the Tartars, or to the inhabitants: of the banks 
of the Red Sea, than to their anceftors, who lived two 
centuries ago. 

It is eafy to conceive how formidable fuch people muf 
be tothe Spaniards. - How is it poffible to follow them in 
fuch long excurfions ? How is it poffible to prevent affern- 
blages which bring together in a fingle point nations f{cattered 
over four hundred leagues of couniry, and thus form armics 
of thirty thoufand men ? 

M. Higuins has fucce eded in gaining the good will of thefe 
favages, and has rendered the moft fignal fervice to the nation 
that has adopted him; for he was born in Ireland, and 
belongs to one of thofe families that are perfecuted on ac- 

count 


* Ihave been affured that they fometimes bleed their oxen and 
horfes, ard drink the blood. 
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count of their religion, and their old attachment to the houfe 
of Stuart. 

I cannot deny myfelf the pleafure of making known this 
worthy officer, whofe manners are fo much to the tafle of 
every couatry. Like the Indians, I felt an affeétion for him 
after the firft hour's converfation. His return to Conception 
followed clofe after his letter ; and Iwas fcarcely informed 
of it, when he arrived at Talcaguana. Thus was my vilit 
again antictpated. But a Maje wr-General of cavalry is 
fooner on ho rfeback than a French fea officer; and M. 
Higuins, on whom the country depended for its defence, was 
polfeffed of a degree of aétivity not eafily to be matched. 
His kindnefs, if poflible, exceeded that of M. Quexada, 
There was fo much of truth in his manner, and his affection 
for all the French was fo great, that no words could exprefs 
our fenfe of gratitude. As we were under obligations to all 
the inhabitants, we refolved to g.ve a general entertainment 
before our depariure, and to invite all the ladies of Concep- 
tion. A large tent was pitched by the fea-fide, and we gave 
adinner to a hundred and fifty perfons of both fexes, who 
had complaifance enough to come three leagues to fee us. 
The dinner was followed by a dance, a {mail difplay of fire- 
works, anda paper balloon, large enough to afford an agrec- 
< fi veétacle. 

he following day, the fame tent ferved us for the purpofe 
2" giving a great dinner to the crews of both frigates. We 
all ate at the fame table, M. de Langle atid myfelt were at 
the head, and each officer, down to the loweft failor, was 
feated according to the rank he held on board. Our difhes were 
wooden bowls. Gaiety was depitied in the countenance ot 
all the failors, who looked better, and were a thoufand times 
happier, than the day of our departure from em 

The Major-General wifhing, in his turn, to give an enter- 
tainment, we all repaired to Conception, except the officers 
onduty. M. Higuins came out to mect us, and conduéted 
our cavalcade to his houfe, where a table of a hundred 
covers was laid ; to which all the officers and inhabitants of 
note were invited, as well as feveral ladies. Between the 
courfes, a Francifcan monk, who had the gilt of improvifing, 
recited Spanilh verfes, to celebrate the union that prevailed 
between the twonations. At night there was a ball, to which 
all the ladtes repaired drefJed in their finedt cluthes ; and a 
very pretty ballet was danced by officers in mafks. It would 
be impolli ble to produce a more delightful fe/e in any part of 
the world. It was given by a man ador ed in the country, to 
9 foreigners 
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foreigners of the nation which had the reputation of being 
the moft gallant in Europe. 

But thefe diverfions, and this good reception, did not make 
me lofe fight of my principal objet. On the day of our 
atrival Lhad given notice that I fhould fail on the 1th of 
March» and that if out veffels fhould be refitted, and our 
provifions, wood, and watér put on board before that time, 
every one fhould be at liberty to go and amufe himfelf on 
fhore. Nothing could be better calculated to create difpatch 
than this promife, pf which I feared the effe&t as much as the 
failors defited it, becaufe wine is very common at Chili ; 
and becaufe every houfe in Talcaguana is a tavern, and the 
women of the lower claffes almoft as complaifant as at 
Otaheite. No difturbance, however, took place; nor did 
my furgeon make a report of any bad confequences refult- 
ing from this indulgence. 

Qn the 17th of March, our navigators fet fail from Tal- 
caguana, and onthe 8th of April, got fight of Eaftern Ifland, 
on which they foon landed,

Subftance of the Report of the Committee of the Houfe 
of Commons refpetting the Treatment of Prifoners of 
War. 

= FTER examining fuch of the papers and evidence as 

belong to the firft head, it appears to your Com- 

mittee, that the Britifh government, aétuated by the moft 
liberal motives, from the moment that the chance of war had 
made the prifoners of the enemy an obje& of public at- 
tention, was careful to provide fuch places of confinement 
as were moft confiftent with the internal fafety of this 
country, and the general accommodation of the prifoners 
themfelves; that in every. inftance the moft humane regula- 
tions were framed for their treatment, both in the prifons and 
the hofpitals; that medical attendance of every kind was 
provided in the moft ample manner; that every reafonable 
check was introduced again fraud andimpofition; and that 
Vor.

the-prifoners themfelves were; permitted, without reftraint, to 
appoint in{peétors of their own, withi a view to ‘the juit 
delivery. ‘of the allotted rations; that complaints, were tar 
trout being difcouraged ; and that.the contrattors, whenever 
doable ‘toecenfure,} were , rigoroufly. proceeded ‘againit. and 
punithed $And.ax thebelt proof. that the prifoners.had caule 
to: be fatis hed: with their treatment in moft inftanees, the Jame 
comtractors ‘as. were employed. by our government, haye,; beer 
continbed fince the fuperiptendance has been transferred to 
ugemts appointed by the Direétory. of France. 

kh appears that, from-the commencement of the war to 
the tf. of January, 4790, the care of the. French prifoners 
was. velted: in the Commiffioners for Sick and Wounded 
Seamen.—The principal prifons in England. were, Por- 
chefter and Forton, near Portimouth; Plymouth ; Stapleton, 
near Brifto! ; Norman Crofs, near Stilton, was not built till 
Abril, 4797; Liverpool; Rofkof, and Kerguillack, between 
Penryn and Falmouth,. befides other places of temporary 
confinement, and prifon fhips at different ports. The .regu- 
lations adopted were the fame as ‘in the two laft wars, both 
with refpeé to prifoners in health, and the fick. The daily 
rations of provifions for prifoners of the former defcription 
were, ane quart of beer, one pound and half of bread, one 
third ofan ounce of falt, shtee quarters of a pound of beef, 
except on Saturdays, when four ounces of butter or fix dt 
cheefe: were fubflituted ; half a pint of peafe four days a 
week. When greens were iffued in lieu of peafe, each 
man’s allowance was one pound of cabbage, ftripped off the 
ftalk, and fit for boilins. 

‘ Thefe rations varied occafionally, as circumftances re- 
quired, “In May, 1795, on account of a temporary fcarcity 
of frefh beef, it was withheld two days in the week, and 
falted provifions fupplied in hew ; and in Auguft, 1795, on 
account of a fcarcity of bread, the quantity of that article 
was diminifhed for a time, but the deficiency was made up 
by additional pulfe or vegetables. Upon any complaint of 
confequence, a vilitation was made by a Commiullioner of the 
Board, td the {pot where the complaint arofe, for the fake of 
enquiring into it, arid if well founded: it was inftantly re- 
drefies 

As an additiona! check upon the agents and. contraétors, 
among the rules which were cae up within. the prifon, in 
the language of the prifoners, was a fcheme of the rations of 
provilions, which were fubject to the infpection of a Com- 
mitice 
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mittee ‘appointed by the prifoners, and fele&ted from ‘them. 
felves. A contraétor at Falmouth, who had failed in his en- 
gagement, was fentenced to be imprifoned fix months in the 
county gaol, and to be fined 300l. ; 
‘* The agents and furgeons at all the different prifons were 
furnifhed: with inftru€tions, from which they were m no 
inftance to deviate, without applying to the Sick and Hurt 
Board. In addition tothe prifon furgeons, others were fe- 
le€ted by the Board from among the prifoners; and <tea, 
fugar, fruit, and porter, having been added -to the diet: for 
fick Britifh feamen in our hofpitals, the fame’articles were 
added t6é thé dict for fick French prifoners. In the prifons 
each man was allowed a hammock, paillaffe, bolfter, and 
blanket or coverlet. The ftraw of the paillaffe and bolfier 
was changed as often as occafion required. The bedding 
in the hofpitals was ‘the fame’ ‘as a the hofpital tor Britifh 
{feamen.”’ 

The following are the réfolutiois entered on the Journals 

by the Committee. 

Refolved, That it is the: opinion-of this *Committec, 
That the charge of cruelty towards French prifoners of war, 
which has been brought againft this country, is utterly’-void 
of foundation; and appears to have beén fabricated and in-, 
dufttioifly fupported by the enemy, for the double’ purpofe * 
of juftifying their own ill-treatment of Britifh prifoners, 
and of irritating the minds of their countrymen ‘againft this”! 
nation. 

“ Refolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee; 
That the’ Britifh prifoners of war confined in France, have 
been treated with a degree of rigour and inhumanity ul 
war ranted by theufages of waramong civilized nations. 

“i * Refolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, 
Phat the Britifh government has always manifeftcda defire of - 
entering upon a eave of exchange on the moft. fair and 
liberal terms: That it has even offered to accede to any 
which could be sdesladl confiftently with what is due to in- 
dividuals and .to the nation; and that the obftacles to a ne 
gociation have arifen from the extravagant and unprecedenté a 
demands of France ; and from the refufaJ, on our part, to 
abandon the cuflomary and acknowledged principle of t] 
law of nations, which has been grofsly violated in the perfon 
of Sir Sidney Smith.” :

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GENERAL REVIEW of EUROPEAN POLITICS, 
For DECEMBER, 1798. 


HE feverity of the feafon has prevented the arrival of 

any important difpatches from the continent, and of 

courfe leaves us in the dark_on many points of the moft in- 
terefting nature. 

The Paris papers have, it muft be allowed, been received ; 
but the accounts they contain are fo very -inconfiftent and 
partial, and receive fo little corroboration from more au- 
thentic channels, that they deferve little credit. Befides 
which they have not come to hand regularly, it appearing 
that the Direfory of France are ufing every endeavour to 
prevent any information of a difagreeable nature from being 
circulated, particularly in France, where the feverity even 
of their defpotifm, can hardly prevent the moft ferious tu- 
mults, of which they appear to entertain very alarming ‘ap- 
prehenfions. 

Of Buonaparte and his boafted expedition to India, and 
his fuppofed death, no certain advices have yet been received 
of a late date. 

The French have added to their outrages the pillage of 
the King of Sardinia and the feizureof hisdominions. For 
this procedure the only excufe is, that refiftance on his part 
was vain, againft a force fo powerful as that of the French. 
It is to be Jamented, that the imbecile conduét of the diffe. 
rent powers on: the continent have given ftrength to the 
French caufe, and have rendered inefhicacious all the efforts 
that have been made to oppofe them. 


GREAT BRITAIN and IRELAND. 
The capture of Minorca, without the lofs of a man, af- 
fords one more glorious inftance of the energy and fuccefs 
of the Britifh arms. On this occafion, the refpe&ive offi- 
cers of the navy and army aéfted in the moft happy unifon ; 
and it was this union of conduét, added to the moft deter- 
mined bravery, that led to the pleafing and honourable ter- 
niination of an attempt furrounded with difficulty and dan- 
ger. If this conqueft can be retained, it may be of con- 
liderable value to Great Britain, and render fer commerce 
more fecure, by affording occafionally an afylum to her 
Ships of war or her merchantmen. 
The tranquillity of Great Britain feems to be fecure. The 
people, contented with the government under which they 
live,

live, bearing its burdens with patience, and viewing with 
horror the ferocious conduét of the French, rejoice that they 
are happily fo far removed from the feat of war, and that 
they may now laugh at the idea of an invafion. So decided 
have been the naval viftories of Britain, fo feeble and un- 
fuccefsful the efforts of her enemies, that fhe may fafely, 
as far as refpeéts herfelf, bid France defiance ;--and France, 
we believe, is the only power really hoftile.to her, 

Inthe Houfe of Commons the Tax on Income has under- 
gone a confiderable difcuffion, but the number of Members 
who oppofed it was inconfiderable. The abfolute neceflity 
of vigoroufly oppofing the enemy was very generally, ad- 
mitted, and it is hoped that this tax will produce a large.fum. 
The Affefled Taxes have been fhamefully evaded by very 
opulent perfons, and it is expeéted that by the provifions of 
this bill the wealthy bachelor and the felfifh mifer will be 
obliged to contribute their full quota to the defence of ther 
country.

INTERESTING TRIALS. 
COURT of KING’s BENCH, GUILDHALL, 
SatTuRDAY, December 15. 
Sittings before Lord Kenyon and a Special Jury. 
SHe.ton, Affgzee, v. BE1jER. 
HIS was an attion brought by the plaintiff as afhgnee 
of a perfon of the name of Allanfon, who was dif. 
charged under the Infolvent Debtors’ AG@, he having been 
charged in execution for 3). and detained for a long time at 
the {uit of the above plaintiff, and who of courfe had the 
fame right of aétion as Allanfon had, for he could only be 
difcharged by the Aét, on condition of delivering up an ac- 
count of all his eftate and effeéts. 

It appeared that Allanfon was a working jeweller, and 
lived at Holybufh-hill, in the neighbourhood of Hampitead, 
and worked at his trade in town, while he had. any employ - 
ment. That in the year 1786, the defendant, who is aman 
of property in the Weft Indies, came to the houfe of Allan. 
fon, and agreed with Mrs. Allanfon to board and lodge his 
{the defendant’s) wife and child for nine guineas a month, 
He took it, however, not in his own name, but under the 
name of Sims, for his wife went by the name of Mrs. Sims. 
Soon 
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Soon after this lady was fettled at tlis place, a black ferv.ant 
whom fhe had brought with her from the Weft Indies, came 


to attend upon her; and this aétion included a charge for. 
the board of this fervant, as well as for the lady and her: 


child. 

Some time after this the defendant went abroad ‘to the 
Indies, and directed his agent to write from Besih, to pay 
for the month, &c. 

The defendant conceived he was not bound to pay for his 
wife, for fhe had lived in a ftate of proftitution ever fince the 
came to England, and he had therefore abandoned her. Bat 
as there was no proof that Allanfon or his wife knew any 
thing of the proftitution of the defendant’s wife, Lord Ke- 
nyon thought the contraét which he made on her behalf, was 
binding upon him for any neccffarics that fhe might have; 
for that aman is always hound to make good a contraét Ipke 
this, until he.gave fair notice of putting an end to it: But 
as there was one part of this charge for moncy lent and ad- 
vanced to the defendant’s wife, that part muft be itruck out 
of the bill; Yor it had been exprefsly decided, that although 
a hufband may*be cliarged for all the neceflary fupplies that 
are provided for his wife, yet no perfon can recover of the 
hufband any money lent to the wife. Whether that was 
a right or a wrdng decifion, was another queftion ; he was 
bound to take the law’ as he found it.—His Lordthip, on the 
whole of the cafe, was clearly of opinion, that the plaintiff 
was entitled to the whole of this bill, except the money that 
had been lent. to-the defendant’s wite. It would have been 
otherwife, if Allanfon and hus wife. had known that the de- 
fendant’s wife lived ina fate of proftitution ; for inthat cafe 
the law would not allow this a&ion, becaufle the law would 
not allow any perfon to call upon a court of juftice to ad- 
minifter affiftance’to thofe whofe claims arofe out of mmo- 
rality—but ‘nothing of: that kind appeared in this cafe. 

Verdiét for the plaintiff—Damages 3211]. 9s. being the 
charge of maintenance of the defendant’s wife, child, and 
fervaat, for about threeyears, 





AN aétion: was brought for goods fold and delivered ta 
the defendant’s,wite, by order and direttion of her hufhand,. 
The delivery.of the goods was proved. 

The defence was, that the defendant’s wife was a fole 
trader of London ; that :the Magiftrates finding that fhe was 
fo, had a difficulty in granting a married woman ailicence to 
Keep a public-houfe (for that was the trade fhe followed) ; 
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but that on réferring- te precedents, they found they were 
juititied in fo doing, and therefore they did fo ; that fhe ac- 
cordingly carried on this trade on her own account, but the 
plaintifl’ never thought of charging this bill to the. prefent 
defendant ; for, indeed, during the life of his wife, -he was 
known to be anfolvent;-but now his wife was dead, and the 
laifband was the adminiftrator of the effedts.of his*wife, the 
piaintal, fued him; he-never thought of doing fo while the 
wile, the right perfon to be fued, was alive. 

it was then proved, that the prefent detendant in the life- 
time.of his wife, promifed payment.of this very bill to the 
plamtiff. 

Lord Kenyon faid, that although a married woman may be 
a fole trader in. London, he fhould held that that muft be 
vifible to the world; it was not by a pecket licence fhe could 
be fo deemed.--He fhould fay nothing againi the condu& 
of the Magiftrates in. granting the wife of the defendant a 
licence to carry qn-a public-houfe, but he doubted extremely 
the legality of fuch licence ; whena licence was granted to 
any perfon to keep a public-houle, the party taking fuch li- 
cence entered into a certain recognizance, to keep good 
order in the houfe ; he doubted extremely whether a married 
woman could: give fuch fecurity ; for, beyond all doubt, the 
hufband was mafter of the regimen of his own houfe—V er- 
ditt for the plaintiff ;. damages 121. the amount of the bill.

F the be accompanied in his labour by one or more of his 

own children, they will naturally emulate the tafte of 
their father—and they will in general not fail to carry thofe 
ideas of ufeful exatftnefs, alternately, from their cottage to 
the field, and from the field to their cottage. But if the 
cottage be fo fmall, or ill contrived, fo fhattered and mi- 
ferable, in its lights and covering, and ill accommodated with 
garden ground, that it cannot be made healthful, pleafant, or 
profitable, they have not a reafonable motive to delight in it, 
or to exercife ingenuity and induftry about it, in their morn- 
ing and evening hours. Indeed, generally {peaking, fuch 
miferable cribs have feldom any quantity of ground to 
exercife ingenuity and induftry upon. A piece of potatoe 
ground 
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ground is, perhaps, got at a diftance :~This is inconvenient, 
by occafioning a wafte of time—it detaches too much the eye 
of the father from his family—if he delight in his garden, it 
is in the wrong place—order and harmony at his home are the 
lefs preferved—his hut is the leaft obje€t of his liking—it 
receives no regular fhare of his fhort attentionshe returns to 
it in the dark, merely as to a den, in which he may lie down=- 
and from which he may depart again as foon as he can open 
his eyes. 

But, give to a young man, about: tofettle in a life of ufe. 
ful cowntry labour, the requifites for domeftic fixture and 
country enjoyment ; give him, ata reafonable rent, fuch as 
may pay the builder four per cent. for his money judicioufly 
laid out, a cottage, fimply, but neatly and conveniently built, 
with two or three fleeping rooms, in one of which his wife 
may lie-in with detached decency—give hima well of water 
—or place him by the fide of a running ftream—give him at 
leaft half an acre of adjoining ground—and give him an 
affurance of continuance, and of conftant employ, on con- 
dition of his induftry and general good condu& ; and you 
will moft likely lay the foundation of much happinefs, and 
much refpeftability—fix for life, a faithful and grateful fer- 
vam—and add to the ftrength of the country by the moft 
healthy population. A fum, perhaps not exceeding 50]. or 
60]. thus laid ont, at moderate intereft, may do al! this !——For 
the fum of 500]. or 6001, laid out together, (which to many 
gentlemen would be no inconvenience) or at different times, 
(which to ethers might be more agreeable) may be produced 
alittle colony of labourers, living in neatnefs and comfort ; 
a picture which, in the mind of a benevolent obferver, would 
be a more lively and pleafing ornament than all the fuper- 
fluous horfes, and all the dog-kennels, in the univerfe. 

The annual expence of this human, and humane eftablith. 
ment, reckoning the moft ftn&ly, would be only the 
difference between four per cent. for a {mall fum of money, 
and what it might be fuppofed to produce by other common 
means, out of trade! Suppofe one per cent. on the average 
were lofi: This, in figures, makes a finking on ten cottages, of 
§l. per annum !—Suppofe, in the extreme, that two per cent. 
can be loft ; this would not amount to half the expence of 
one unneceffary horfe—or one foot-boy in hvery! But 
when we confider the advantages of poffefling fuch a fet of 
tenants, as labourers, and the fuperior pleafure of beholding 
their happinefs, the fcale will abundantly turn in favour of
